The 
wage issue, raised when the United 
States railroad labor board slashed 
nearly $60,000,000 from the shop work- 
ers’ annual pay, was one of three griev- 
ances upon which the strike was voted. 

Report Group Pact Up.

assurance against war,” as the Cecil 
plan for continental peace compacts 
has come to be called, It is to sup- 
port this project before the assembly 
that Prime Minister Lioyd George is 
expected to come. to Geneva next week. 

It was also announced there would 
be a meeting of the allied supreme 
council in Geneva next week, which 
leads to the supposition that England, 
France, and Italy will conclude a ten- 
tative acgord to serve as the basis of 
an arrangement to which other na- 
tions may subscribe. 

The Cecil plan fs general, including 
all nations. Theoretically it would 
have a European peace compact, 
a-South American peace compact, and 
an Asiatic peace compact. 

Will Invite Germany and Russia. 

The system on its face is a modifica- 
tion of article X. of the league -cove- 
nant, but in reality it would mean giv- 
ing specific guarantees instead of the 
generalities of article X. The nations 
would pledge themselves definitely to 
take action against any aggressor and 
make it impossible for him to obtain a 
victory.

ARMADA OF U. S. 
SOLD FOR $750,000 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 12.—The 
shipping board today got rid of its 
“white elephant.” The great fleet of 
wooden vessels, conceived during the 
war as a means of rapidly bridging the 
Atlantic, was knocked down at a pri- 
vaté competitive sale to George D. 
Perry of San Francisao. The price, 
$750,000 for 226 vessela, all but ten of 
the entire wooden fleet, was considered 
a bargain. The fleet was built at a 
cost approximating $300,000,000. 

The bidding was largely between Mr. 
Perry and the Dravo Contracting com- 
pany of Pittsburgh. The latter finally 
stopped at $749,000. 

Of the fleet 217 vessels are wooden 
and nine are of wood and steel. Two 
hundred and eleven are now at Clare- 
mont, Va.; thirteen at Orange, Tex., 
and two at Beaumont, Tex.
